RESOLUTION 
Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 21th September 1948 

No. l(14)*ITO/47.— The Government of India have decided to constitute 
an Import Advisory Council to advise in matters of general policy relating to 
Import Control 

i2. The composition of the Council will be as follows: — 

pi) Honourable Minister for Commerce-Chairman. 

(ii) Six members nominated by the Federation of Indian Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry to consist of two members representing manufac- 
turers, two to represent the Import Trade and two to represent distributional 
trade. 

(iii) Two members nominated by the Associated Chambers of Commeroe., 

(iv) One member nominated by the All-India Manufacturers’ Association. 

(v) Non-official members, not exceeding four, nominated by the Govern- 
ment as representatives of interests not otherwise adequately represented on 
the Council. 

(vi) Two Members of the Constituent Assembly nominated by Govern- 
ment. 

(vii) Secretary, Ministry of Commerce and four officials representing 
Ministries of Industry and Supply, Finance, Food and Transport. 

b. It is expected to hold meetings of the Council once in three months^ 
When meeting at the sea ports, the Council may co-opt additional members 
representative of consumers and trade interests to attend such meetings. 


ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated to all Provincial 
Governments, all Chief Commissioners, the several Ministries of the Govern- 
ment of India, Prime Minister’s Secretariat, Cabinet Secretariat, the Private 
mid Military Secretaries to His Exoellency the Governor General, the Central 
Board of lievenue, the Auditor General, the' Director General of Employment 
and Resettlement, Director General, Industry and Supply, the High Com- 
missioner for India, London, the Economic Adviser to Government of India, 
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the Director General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta, the 
Indian Trade Commissioner in London, His Majesty's Senior Trade Com- 
missioner in India, the High Commissioner for India in Pakistan, Karachi, 
the High Commissioner for Pakistan in India, New Delhi, the Secretary, 
Indian Tariff Board, Bombay, and all recognised Chambers of Commerce and 
Associations. 

Ordered also that tin; Resolution be published in the Gazette of India for 
general information.
